Pop ! Pop I Pop I 

A ll sorts of blissful things 
happen during the holidays 
—all the way from popping 
the question lo popping corn. We 
have no recipe for popping the 
question. Sometimes It pops it 
self almost automalically. Hut 
popcorn doesn't do that. It must 
be dry and yet contain exactly 
enough water to turn into steam, 
when heated. That's why it’s a 
good plan to buy It In cans. Rut 
we have some mighty good re¬ 
cipes for popcorn after it is 
popped. The first one is called 
most appropriately 
Popc orn RU.fs: Cook one and 
a half cups sugar, nne-third cup 
water and one-fourih cup corn 
syrup to 244 degrees. Beat one 
egg white until stiff, add hot 
syrup very slowly, beating con¬ 
stantly. aud continue beating un¬ 
til It loses Us gloss. Add three- 
fourths cup chopped popcorn (be¬ 
ing sure tu remove all hard ker¬ 
nels), and pour into a buttered 
plate. Cut in squares. This makes 
three quarters of a pound. 

BaMs and Marbles 
Balls and marbles are appropri¬ 
ate for the holidays. Here are 
recipes for making them. 

Popcorn and Puffed Wheat 
Bails: Boil one cup molassc.s and 
one-half cup dark corn syrup to 
260 degrees. Add one tablespoon 
butter and a pinch of soda, and 
pour over one quart of freshly- 
popped corn mixed with one and 
a half cups puffed wheat Mix 
well and form Into ball.-» with the 
hands. This makes about twenty- 
four medium balls. 

Popcorn Cheese Marbles: Mix 
one-half cup very finely gr* und 
popped corn with one-half cup 
grated cheese and a few grain "f 
salt, and moisten with uiuyun- 
naise. Form into small bulls ur 
marbles. Roll in some more 
ground popped corn, and chill in 
the refrigerator. Serve with .sal¬ 
ads. This makes eight marbles.*

Washington.—Two tremendously Im¬ 
portant ehnnges In the known factors 
of the Far Knstern situation are seri¬ 
ously worrying every nation which has 
any Interest In that part of the world. 
These arc: (1) Proof that Japanese 
can make good flyers, ns proved In the 
recent hnstllltles In tno widely sep- 
nrnte<l portions of old Chinn. (2> The 
fact that the Japanese are slowly but 
steadily extending northward, until 
they are within striking distance of 
the line of rommiinlcntlons across Si¬ 
beria. 

I'nill recently, when the Japanese be¬ 
gan their latest drive In north China, 
the Itussinna had a very powerful ar¬ 
gument against Japan's provoking war. 
Tills was that the Itusslnns had a 
strong homhing fleet of aircraft at 
Vladivostok and other points not too 
far from the hig Japanese cities. 

They still have. But conviction 
among military experts now Is Japan 
would have to endure only one or at 
most two bad hoiiihings. After that 
there would he no more homhs. For, In 
the meniitline, the Jap army and Jap 
flyers starting from north China would 
effectually block the line of siipidy 
from Kuropenn Russia to the I’aclflc 
ports. 

.\ glance at the map in connection 
with the next news story about Ja- 
|inu's aggrandizing movement In north 
Chinn will be very lllumlimtlng on this. 

Still another dlsturhliig fact Is that 
the Japanese coiiuimnders In the Held 
seem to have more leeway than any 
generals slnoo the Invention of tele- 
gra|>h. They do not bother to annoy 
Tokio with (|ueslions as to whether 
they should seize this or that territory. 
There is nothing new about this. It 
has been going on ever since Ja|>nn 
began to expand her influence In north 
China, in her long drive to take con¬ 
trol of first one Clilnese province and 
than another. 

Misleading 

Which has made It possible for Hie 
Japanese ambassador In Washington, 
or for that matter at Geneva, to deny 
many things for weeks after they had 
really hap|iened. Then It would de¬ 
velop that Tokio had misled the nuihas- 
sndor because It had rts-elved no re¬ 
port from the army In the field. 

So much so that aides under former 
Secretary of Slate Stlmson used to 
complain, with a trace of sarcasm, that 
there should he a better understanding 
and exchange of communication be¬ 
tween the war and foreign offices In 
Tokio. 

The Immediate Imimrtnnce of this 
situation, which 84‘cms to still exist. 
Is that at any moment there Is apt to 
he some clash In the Far East between 
Russians and Jaiinnesc. due to some 
Jap movement utterly iinnntirlputed by 
the Japanese foreign office. And wticii 
sometfiing nf this sort starts, some- 
tiines It is impossihle to control It. 

0|>timists say that Japan has dls- 
coven-d that Russia does not want to 
tight now, and therefore there will be 
no war for some time to come. Their 
theory Is that Japan is very busy di¬ 
gesting the big pieces of north China 
she has bitten off, and nciiulrlng addi¬ 
tional pieces—a process which may 
take several years. 

I'essluiisls point out that the Rus¬ 
sians know [lerfectly well what the 
rea.soD for Jaiian'g extending her troops 
so far northward has been—to threaten 
the line of communientions of Russia's 
Far Ka-stern air lleets. So they be¬ 
lieve it unthinkable that Russia has not 
made souie moves lu circumvent this 
danger. 

All of which—the arguments of hoth 
[lesslmlsts and oiitlml.sts—la [iroliahly 
true. .\iid the sliuallon, us thus 
suinmeil iii), might readily mean only 
that there Ic a fair eliance of contin¬ 
ued [tostiionement of re.il hostilities. 
The fly in the ointment is that unantic¬ 
ipated clash which may touch off the 
fireworks. 

Tlieii the big questions will be—can 
the L'nited States, and the rest of the 
lilg nations, stay out?
